COLONIAL    AND    REVOLUTIONARY. 

THE  BIXBY  FAMILY  is  of  Danish  origin;  the  Danes  having 
settled  in  Boxford  and  Ipswich,  Suffolk  county,  England,  in 
1 013.  A  colony  came  to  Ipswich,  Mass.,  in  1636,  and  among 
them  Nathaniel  Bixby.  The  name  Bixby  is  derived  from  two  words, 
BOX  (the  box  tree)  and  nv  (the  house  or  town  by  the  box  trees).  The 
first  record  of  any  Bixby  in  this  Country  is  of  Nathaniel  whose  name 
appears  in  the  records  of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  as  a  householder  in  1637. 
Nothing  more  is  known  of  him.  The  name  of  widow  Mary  Bixby  ap- 
pears in  the  records  in  connection  with  that  of  her  son  Joseph,  so  there 
can  be  little  doubt  but  that  Joseph  was  the  son  and  Mary  the  widow  of 
Nathaniel  who  probably  died  soon  after  he  came  to  this  country.
